In addition to the usual patches, pins and 
souvenirs which everybody takes up there, I had 
taken along copies of about 20 quotations I liked: 
From John and Robert Kennedy, Elizabeth Barrett 
Browning, “Thornton Wilder, Isaiah and some 
others. 

It seemed important to have these glimpses of 
truth with me. : 

I was to do extra-vehicular activity (EVA)— 
to get outside the spacecraft — and I wanted very 
much to have a private moment then;-to invite the 
beauty of that spectacle to penetrate the layer of 
my more immediate concern and responsibility. 

But when.I finally stood there on the “porch” 
of the LM, the quotations didn’t spring into my 
mind, individually or collectively. So in that private 
moment I had to summom them up deliberately 
but it was an act:on my part. 


The visiual sensation you get from doing EVA 
is an overwhelmjngly emotional experience. The 
intensity of the cdlors:.it was just pastsunrise, and 
I was out there looking up over the LM toward the 
Command Module into the richest black you ever 
saw. 

Separating that fantastic sky and the Pacific 
Ocean was an intense, almost irridescent band of 

‘blue which formed the horizon. 

: The words to describe what you see just aren't 
there. I wasn't conscious of catching my breath or 
sues: Iwas just overwhelmed by the beauty of 
it all.

Then there was the silence, and that has to be 
explained. I had the headset on, and éverybody was 
talking. 

Yet between those bits and pieces of 

~ Conversation I was standing out there and aware of 
the fact that I was going 17,000 mph. Not because 
things were flashing by, as they do when you 
travel at high speeds in a car, but I did realize how 
high I was and was aware of the earth passing 
underneath. 

And it was so quiet. : 

I really wished that I could turn off the radio 

and just iisten to that silence. Of course in a 

vacuum there can’t be a sound, but that silence 

penetrates. ; 

I was out there for only 40 minutes. We had 
planned to be out for two hours, but we had 
trouble getting everything ready for the day’s work. 
We always found ourselves behind at the beginning 
of every, day.

We hadn’t anticipated the mobility prablem of 
getting into our suits before going into the LM. We 
had to. suit up one at a time, staying out of each 
other’s way, and the whole task took me 20 or 25 
minutes, about twice what we had counted on. 

We were all concerned that on the rendezvous 
day we might start out again behind thé planned 
time line. : 

So we decided to wake up an hour earlier than 
planned. This meant.an.hour less of precious sleep

We cannot understand what is happening to education in 
Canada unless we comprehend the nature of our lives in a 
branch plant economy. 

My own perception of the latter — my education, if you 
will — is closely related to my experience in ‘writing and 
defénding .the Watkins Report. The report needs to be 
considered independent of its contents if, in McLuhan’s 
terms, we are to get at the real message. 

A report commissioned by the government, and under its 
constant surveillance, ended up by being disowned by the 
government, af ay) : 

Insofar as the report was’ 
a bland and conventional 
document, its fate cannot be 
attributed to its being radical 
in content.—Rather, what was 
exposed was the limitations of 
liberalism —~and~ of Liberal- 
ism. 

What the latter is all 
about-is-the-dominance of the 
business class of the country. 
It is hardly news that Canada, 
as a liberal democracy, is 
run largely by and for the 
national bourgeoisie. 

The specialness. of the 
Canadian case arises from the 
extent to which its bourgeoisie 
is emasculated, The business 
elite of this country has 
always been timid and colon- 
fal-minded, and has provided 
no base for a viable national- 
ism. 

The. rise and fall of 
Walter Gordon exposed the 

ani liberalism; so far as ‘ foreign 
ownership is concerned; no movement from complete laissez- 
faire is apparéfitly to be tolerated. 

To the extent that there remains a case for nationalism,

it must be a nationalisrn of the left based on economic and 


social planning, that is, socialism. aa 

This way of-looking at things has a double-significance.

An associate professor of economics at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, Mr. Watkins headed a study 
group that prepared a report for the federal gov- 
ernment on foreign ownership of Canadian indus- 
try. The report, tabled early last year, recom- 
mended a number of measures to deal with the 
situation but there has been no government action 
on it. ae 
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The capacity at the federal level to effect the rate of 
economic growth and the levels of prices and employment 
perhaps never really existed but ‘now approaches zero. 
Understandably, the very existence of a federal government 
has become increasingly pointless. 

The North American economy into which Canada has 
become imbedded has become in its turn, more explicitly a 
military-industrial complex. American economic growth is 
highly dependent on military spending, and laber is absorbed 
by the draft and-the war industries, 

Canada, to its credit, has refused to be fully integrated 
with the American war machine, though our complicity is 
substantial, with the result that there are more problems of 
absorbing the young inthe labor market; sharp increases in 
enrolment in ‘post-secondary. education have helped to 


-In the long-run, however, Canada’s ambivalence toward 
war — its refusal either to join fully the American cause or 
to find viable alternatives-— means fewer opportunities for 
such skilled professionals as engineers and scientists. 

The external politics of the branch plant economy tend to 
be dominated by quiet diplomacy, so as to minimize tension 
within the imperial system, and by the mercantilist strategy 
of seeking special status within the empire. 


Locked In by Mandarins 


The recent. history of Canadian foreign policy is a tribute 
to.the success with which the Ottawa_mandarins have carried 
out these functiéns, while locking Canada even more tightly 
into the continental system. 

The efficient functioning of the branch plant society rests 
also on the turning out of branch plant intellectuals — 
persons capable of rationalizing the system while having the 
technical skills needed for its efficient operation. 

Eventually, even the universities must be Americanized. 
John Porter has shown how the Canadian elites systematically 
neglected higher education so as to remove potential threats 
to their power. ~ 

But they failed even to run their branch plants efficiéfitly, 
much less try to create any kind of independent economy 
with a capacity to generate growth on its own.

The issue is not politics in the sense of policy but 
politics in the sense of politicizing people. The demand for 
solutions provides jobs for economists to pull rabbits out of 
hats when what is needed is political action.

The implications of all this for Canadian universities %pve 
already been touched on. Both the défenders and-critics; of 
the multiversity, from Clark Kerr to Ronald Reagan, ‘agree 
that it is a knowledge factory. 

As such, the Canadian universities have not been 
performing up to scratch and are therefore in the process of 
being reformed. 

New universities have been created and old ones 
expanded to absorb more students and enable the Canadian 
participation ratio to approach the American participation 
ratio. 

Obsolete requirements are removed and more choice for 
the student implemented; the appropriate ‘analogy is either 
the supermarket or Jean Genet’s brothel. The tri-semester 
system and a longer school year make for more efficient use 
of plant and-keep students out of the job market in the 
summer. g 

A high priority for graduate studies and the proliferation 
of research centres and institutes improves working 
conditions for the faculty at uncertain costs for under- 
graduates, In Ontario, the University of Toronto has become

BUSY FIFTH DAY ¢ 

On that busy fifth day I had 
one of those . surprises that 
you learn to expect in flight. 

Spider was off by himself

I manoeuvred to look for him. 
His flashing light/was always 
there at night and his reflec- 
ted image in the daytime.- 

But right>in the middle of 
the rendezvous, almost at the 
maximum distance between 
us, there was no LM, I gave 
him a call and asked if his 
lights were on and he said he 
couldn't tell.

The LM (Lunar Module) is 
a spacecraft, even though it 
doesn’t look like one with all 
those legs and protrusions. It 
doesn’t have a heat shield or

spacecraft does. 
You fly it standing up, 


which makes it a bit different, 


but it had rocket engines for 


attitude control. It can‘ be 
flown up or down, backward 
or forward, right or-left. 


Inside the LM

WASHINGTON (WP) 
Although it was a cold. and 
wintry day, Jan. 20 was a day 
of triumph for Lyndon John- 
son. He left Washington in a 
blaze of pomp, craving the 
quiet of the stern Texas hill 
country. 

From that day until Mon- 
day, Washington was not to 
see his face, only rarely even 
fo hear his name. He had 
truly become a private man. 


\Accused often of being 
bombastic, a showman, a 
hogger of headlines, he re- 


turned to Washington for the 
funeral of Gen, Eisenhower a 
very different man from the 
one who left on Jan. 29 

His desire for privacy, in 
fact, was, very nearly obses- 
sive. 

Arriving almost with the 
dawn, he“ quietly. checked into. 
the Sheraton~Park Hotel un- 
der a name not his own, 

Slipping away. in late morn- 
ing,-he went downtown-to visit 
briefly with Mrs. Eisenhower 
and returned to wait until 
shortly before the time for the 
funeral ceremony to depart 
for Washington Cathedral. 

While he was waiting to 
leave, a keystone kops routine 
ensued at a front entrance to 
the hotel, which also houses 
Vice Pfesidént Spiro T. 
Agnew. As various official 
limousines came and went, 
reporters chased up one 
driveway and down the next 
fer a glimpse of the former 
president. 

When most had. given up in 
exasperation, a modest Cadil- 
lac of last year’s vintage 
cruised around a_ service 
driveway and parked at a

By focusing maximum. pub- 
Hic attention on expected 
private negotiations on Viet- 
nam, the administration has 
bought time to try to cope 
with the war frustrations that 
unseated the Democrats. 

But this strategic gamble in 
public psychology has a 
double cost: it builds expecta- 

tions for displaying tangible 
results from secret diplomacy 
that has no assured time- 
table; it can also encourage 
the Communist-side to try to 
exploit the American public’s 
expectations of early results 
in a massively complex pro- 
cess, 


Adm inistration strategists 
are aware of both dangers. 
But they concluded they had 
no effective, alternative 
course to gain the time they 
need for the negotiating path 
they have chosen.

WASHINGTON (AP)! — The United States 
Supreme Court upheld today the right of unions to 
punish workers who go over production quotas, 


Fining or even expelling piece workers who 
exceed production quotas set by the union is a 
matter of internal-policy not forbidden by federal 
labor law, the court said in.a decision-approved by 
seven out of eight members. 


The decision, given by Justice Byron-R. White, 
dealt with quotas set by the United Auto Workers 
Union at the Wisconsin Motor Corp., in Milwaukee, 
Wis. Four machine operators were tried by the 
union and fined $50 to $100. and ‘were ' suspended 
from the union for a year when it was found that 
they, and other members, had exceeded the produc- 
tion ceiling for piece workers. 

The union rule, enforceable since 1944 by fines 
and expulsion, allows-members to produce’as much 


as they like each day but sets a ceiling rate for how 
much pay they may draw on a particular day.

Mining Bills 
A First Step’ 


New Démocratic Party 


Cities to Handle 
Tenant Disputes 


The provincial goverriment’s| 
Plannéd legislation to handle 
disputes between landlords and 
tenants turns the key over to 
municipal councils. 

Municipal Affairs Minister, 
Dan Campbell Monday released 
draft legislation he said now is 
being circulated among munici- 
pal governments for comment. 

It is enabling legislation which 
would permit- municipal ;councils 
to set up a “rental accommoda- 
tion grievance board” and pay 
for it out of the local budget. 

The board will rule on the} 
validity of any complaint deal- 
ing with either written leases or 
where lease are not/in effect. 


AREAS OF DISPUTE 


Specified areas of dispute 
are: 

The amount /of time to be 
given as. notice of a rent 
increase; the amount of time 
given notice ‘to vacate either by 
tenant or landlord; the level of 
Service and maintenance to be 
provided ; conditions of entry for 


inspection of the premises . by 
the landlord and any other 
conditions set by the local 
coungil.

The bill would provide pay- 
ment.of a maxitnum’ $25 a day 
for members of the grievance 
board who are ‘not already 
‘council members. 

Despite opposition efforts to 
get Campbell to say when such 
legislatior is likély to be 
introduced, the minister-would 
only say it will come in when 
local councils indicate they want 
it.

NEW YORK — Mrs. David 
G., a lithe 35-year-old brunet- 
te, began taking oral contra- 
céptives after the birth of her 
third child. But now, two 
years later, she has given up 
the ‘pill because, she says, “I 
became so irritable and de- 
pressed that my _ family 
couldn’t live with me.” 

Mrs. Richard D., a young 
newlywed,. became a . pill 
dropout after she developed 
incapacitating headaches that 
had no other apparent cause. 

Still another former _ pill 
user is Mrs. William F., 25. 
She explains: ‘I didn’t have 
any problems with - the pill, 
but I was worried about what 
might happen. My. mother 
kept—-showing-—me — articles 
about how dangerous jit co 
be.”* 

These women are typical# 
those who have become disé 
chanted with the. pill. - Ni 
million women are now taking 
oral contraceptives, making 
the pill the leading birth 
control metked in the’ nation 
today. But in recent years 
numbers. of women have 
stopped. taking them. 

The actual number of pill 
dropouts cannot be de- 
termined. In the last nation- 
wide survey, made in 1965, it 
was found that about one-third 
of the women who_had started 
the pill had stopped using it. 
Birth-control experts believe 
that about one in three pil- 
takers are still dropping out 
after two years of use. _ 

The survey was done by Dr. 
Charles Westoff of Princeton 
University and Dr. Norman 
Ryder of the University of 


Wisconsin under--a” contract 
with the United States Public 
Health Service. It indicated 
that about one-fifth of the 
dropouts had stopped taking 
the pill because they wanted 
to become pregnant or be- 
cause they no longer needed 
contraception. 

But 80 per cent of the 
women who discontinued the 
pill did so because they were 
uneasy about the method, 
worried by the “scare” re- 
ports, or plagued by annoying 
side effects. 

Various reports have linked 
the pill to a long list of 
serious ilnesses, among them 
blood clots, strokes, sight- 
threatening eye disease, ster- 
ility, diabetes-like upsets in 
Sugar tolerance amd even 
cancer, 

How much validity have 
these reports? What has med- 
icine learned about the side 
effects and diseases that have 
been associated with pill use? 
Is_the woman who takes the 
pill risking her life for the 
surety and convenience of this 
method of contraception?

Betty Ambatielos spent the 
better .part of her married 
life—about 17 years—fighting 
to free her husband from a 
Greek jail. 

He was' finally: released in 
1963 and fled Greece with the 
help ef the underground resis- 
tance recently.-But -her fight 
isn’t over. 

She’s in Canada now on a 
speaking tour, addressing uni- 
versity audiences, trying. to 
inform people bolt the 
“fascist government -which 
has denied Greeks their free- 
dom.” 
~ “I> met political “prisoners 
while I-was in jail, many of 
our friends are still in prisons 
in Greece becaiise of. their 
political opinions. I cannot sit 
back,” she said: 

“Everyone im Greece is 
opposed to the military junta 
which overthrew. the liberal 
government in Greece in April 
of 1967,” she said. 

“People believed that this 
sort of thing (the coup and 
dictatorship) only happen in 
South American countries. It’s 
happening .in Europe now. 

“Greeks are very aware of 
their freedom. They are angry 
to find-themselves, under a 
gang of ridiculous but danger- 
ous men.” 


Their anger has taken. sub- 
stantial form in the resistance 
movement which is spreading 
to factory workers and towns- 
people, she said. 

“Nothing is going to- break 
the Greeks’ devotion to the 
idea of freed6m. If countries 
like the United States support 
the junta and give them arms, 
then Greeks will take to 
artned struggle,”’ she said. 

“They don’t want. to fight. 
They’ve been in one civil war 
and it’s a searing experience: 
But they love freedom.” 

Mrs, Ambatielos’ particular 
concern isthe fate of about 
150 womén now being held in 


oi.

concentration: camps on the 
island of Crete. 

She was part of that group 
for six weeks after the junta's 
coup. During that time the 
women,. political prisoners, 
were held with thousands of 
others in a football stadium.

no Nibble and Reduce! 


There are a few compara- 
tively new ideas about-nutri- 
tion and ‘reducing which have 
come along in recent years. 
One I call “scientific nib- 
bling.’” 

The idea is to eat the same 
amount of food but to divide 
it into smal- & 
ler portions # 
for five or six 
meals a- day 
rather than © 
the usual 
three. Exper- 
iments ‘seem 
to indicate 
that many 
women re 
duce more 
successfully 
with this plan, 

Aside from 


any biologic 
aspects, I can see why this 
would take some of the sting 
out of a reducing diet. If you 
eat periodically at close inter- 
vats, even a small amount, 
this keeps hunger under con- 


trol. Also many overweights 
got that way by ~—nibbling 
unscientifically, Therefore this 
plan soothes that psychological 
urge. 


TWO DANGERS 


If- you are going to adopt 
the nibbling method let me 
warn you about two dangers. 
Unless you choose your nib- 
bles carefully, just as. you 
would the items in your three 
meals, you are very likely to 
do one of two things, and 
maybe beth: 

You may consume a diet 
which is unsound nutritionally. 
You are apt to miss some of 
the essential foods. Do not 
nibble indiscriminately for the 
reason I have just mentioned 
and also for another. If you 
are careless about the nibbles 
you are almost certain to go 
ever your allowable calorie 
intake. What appears so small 
may count up real big in 
calorie count. “

It gives the woman living 
alone a - psychological lift, 
which she needs, to sit down 
to a well-prepared and attrac- 
tive meal, The_ person who 
cooks for just one has learned 
many tricks. One of them is 
to cook enough of any favorite 
item for several meals and 
freeze what she does not eat 
for future use. ' 

However this also has its 
hazards. An acquaintance of 
mine who is just becoming 
accustomed to living alone 
told me how this backfired on 
her. She prepared a delicious 
casserole dish and made 
enough for two. She intended 
to freeze the second half, but 
she laughed as she admitted 
that it was so good she ate all 
of it at one time.

Doubtful Shrubs Awaken

When the horse-chestnut’ trees _show 
swelling buds we know spring is wel] on the 
way. This past week many sure ‘signs are 
visible and audible, Shrubs . 
which we thought beyond 
reclaim after winter hard- 
ships are showing lively 
renewal, and the frog 
chorus -is noisy ‘in’ every 

piece of swampy ground, 
During the next two 
weeks we should be able to 
decide on the pruning 3 
necessary for those shrubs . fk I 
so doubtful until now. a 
Eseallonia rubra, with 
deep rose colored flowers and dark green 
evergreen leaves, seems to be completely 
~fost to ground level, and may as well be cut 

back now, ~ 

After other hard winters it has recovered 
by putting out new growth from the old root,

so if you can bear to wait, leave the root in 
and see what happens. 

The scented’ apple-blossom pink and white 
Escaifonia Donard Seedling is suddenly 
recovering, and in spite of all the dry brown 
leaves it has new green at every leaf axil. 

This shrub always. puts on a magnificent 
display in early June. If lacking this year, 
the effort may be made in late summer as 
new growths ripen since we always-enjoy a 
Scattering of flowers on new tips about that 
time. 

Another escallonia is the scarlet C. F. Ball, 
with a quite different habit to the others. 

Thin twiggy growth makes it a rather 
untidy shrub, for the brilliant scarlet 
bl come on the ends of previous year’s 
growth so they cannot.be cut off until after 
blooming. 

It is difficult to see what this shrub is 
Boing to ‘do, but the next couple of weeks 
should give us clues.

What is an alpine glacier? HELP GETTING HER 


Glaciers come in assorted B OUTOR THE TROT ano [_ 


shapes and sizes — but all of 
them are fields of frozen snow. 
Some bury the polar regions 
under thick, massive ice caps 
and some spread over the plains] 
at the feet of lofty. mountain 
ranges. Others form long 
tongues of ice in the high 
valleys and gorges of mountain- 
ous regions. All glaciers have 
rugged surfaces and all of them 
are on the move. 


Strictly speaking; an alpine 
glacier is a valley glacier. This 
may be misleading because we 
tend to think that valleys are 
long ditches, either in the level 
plains’ or at the feet of tall 
mountains. It is true that most 
of the valleys we know are of 
this type’ But mountain climb- 
ers know that there are num- 
erous valleys high among the 
lofty peaks of the mountains. As 
a rule, the steep sides of the 
pointed peaks are grooved with 
deep canyons and gorges. There 
are more of these lofty moun- 
tain valleys between one jagged 
peak and the next, 

This is where we find most of 
the world’s valley glaciers. Some 
people call them alpine glaciers 
because there are so many of 
them! -among the steep-sided 
peaks of the Alps in Central 
Europe. At least 1,200 alpine- 
valley glaciers have been count- 
ed in the Alps. There are more 
of them in our lofty northwest- 
ern mountains, especially in 
Alaska, and others in the Andes 
of Peru. There are also valley 
glaciers in Tibet between thé 
mighty peaks of the high 
Himalayas. 


Ice Cracks 


Glacial ice is actually a rocky 
mineral, but it is very weak and 
fragile. Any glacier that. is 200 
to 300 feet thick cannot support 
its own weight. It cracks and 
bends and moves somewhat like 
a lazy river — in fact, a valley 
glacier —is actually —a—-frozen 
river. The slope of the valley 
gorge guides it downhill. In the 
Alps, some of the glaciers creep 
down at a rate of one foot a 
day. When summer comes to 
Alaska, some of the valley]: 
glaciers glide downhill at 40 feet 
a day or even faster. 

Ice, of course, melts when the 
temperature rises above freez- 
ing point. In torrid and temper-

The Northwest Rebellion had 
begun on March 26 when 
Metis led by Louis Riel and 
Gabriel Dumont. killed 12 
police. Then. the Indians had 
gone on the warpath; and 
occupied the town of Battle- 
ford, led by Chiefs Pound- 
maker, Little Pine, and Strike- 
Him-on-the-Back. 


The 500 inhabitants of Bat- , 


tleford, left their homes and 
took refuge inthe «police 
barracks. ws 

Canada rushed 3,000 soldiers 
from the east, using the 
partially built GPR as far as 
Qo’ Appelle.. It was necessary 
‘to: march. from there to 
Batoche, 200 miles north. 

The force was commanded 
by a British officer, General 
Middléton, who had little 
respect for the Canadian 
militia, or the police officers 
who had experience on the 
Prairies. 

Colonel Herchmer knew he 
could not get from Regina to 
Battleford with.50 men. It was 
a distance of more than 200 
miles, and only, half his men 
‘were mounted. 

They could not carry enough 
supplies for the journey. They 
would. also have to ford the 
Saskatchewan River, in spring 


flood, and would be easy « 


It was fortunate that he did 
because Middleton revised his 
plans, and divided the force 
that had—been destined for 
Calgary ‘and Edmonton. 

Half the men were de- 
trained at Swift Current so 
‘they could go overland and 
relieve Battleford. They were 
commanded by Colonel Wil- 
liam, Otter who became more 
famous* later as leader of 
Canadian forces in the South 
African War. 

Colonel ‘Herchmer and his 
50 men joined Otter’s force, 
and were able to break the 
siege of Battleford on April 
26,-after-agruelling-“march-

Some sources inside the 
government now believe that 
Prime Minister Trudeau will 
have to “move skilfully to 
avoid bloodshed—that is, one 
or more resignations from the 
cabinet. 

He has, in any event, taken 
the argument firmly into his 
own hands and called another 
cabinet meeting for 8 p.m. 
tonight, at which he will seek 
to bring the hung jury. to 
agreement on a verdict. 

Meantime, he has been able 
to weirh the issue in his mind 
and, if he wished, to take 
private advice. Indeed, ‘he had 
an unexpected opportunity 
yesterday, when he was in 
Washington for the Eisen- 
hower funeral, to talk to 
President Nixon and to other 
heads of Western. govern- 
ments. 

One of the questions which 
has run through the public 
debate on NATO, ‘and which 
was asked again in the privacy 
of the cabinet room, is the 
attitude of the United States. 
Would a decision by Canada 
to withdraw from the alliance 
s@f.pset the U.S. government 
at public opinion_as to make

economic and political repri- 
sals likely? 

The U.S: ~government has 
been .scrupulous in refraining 
from saying or doing anything 
that might be*considered to be 
pressure upon Canada—so 
scrupulous that it is hard for 
the Canadian government to 
know just where it stands. 

The likely U.S. response is 
obviously a factor that has to 
be weighed in the decision, 
and Trudeau may very well 
have had’a final word with 
Nixon about it yesterday. 

There is, after all, some 
truth in the old political 
proverb that there has been 
many a warm handshake over 
a cold grave. 

But whatever the advice 
from Washington and Western 
Europe, Trudeau must ‘be 
more influenced by his: own 
inclinations. and by the bal- 


ance -of power within the 
cabinet. 
He made-—his preference, 


unmistakably clear a year ago 
when he was. campaigning for 
the Liberal leadership. 

He advocated the basic 
review of policy which is now 
coming to .decision, but ‘he 
clearly expected that it would 
show the desirability of pull- 
ing Canada out of the political 
wing of the alliance into some 
sort of “Third World” role. 


Optimism Shaken 


Trudeau’s optimistic view of 
the peaceful course of events 
in Europe, like the view of 
many other people, was 
severely shaken by the Soviet 
invasion of Czechoslovakia. 

Even so, he opposed all 
suggestions that. NATO should 
respond with a military build- 
up. 

He wanted Canada to con- 
tinue with its plan to cut the 
air division in Europe by 20 
per cent, and this move was 
postponed only when External 
Affairs minister Mitchell 
Sharp and Defence Minister 
Leo Cadieux were actually at 
the NATO council meeting, in 
Brussels in November, and 
advised Trudeau of the strong 
opinions there. 

He then agreed to maintain 
the current. level of the 
military commitment for 
another year.

The four ministers with- 
out portfolio and Health 
Minister Ralph Loffmark 
have been called to explain 
to a legislative committee 
Wednesday why” they’ve 
been using government air- 
craft like air taxis to their 
hometowns.

The committee agreed this 
morning it had to call the 
ministers as witnesses if it is to 
get down to hard facts on how 
much it costs to operate the 
fleet and who uses it. 

Ernie Lecours (SC — Rich- 
mond) summed up the commit- 
tee’s feelings this morning by 
observing the ministers must be 
called because “We want to find 
out if government aircraft are 
being abused.” 


FEW FACTS 


The committee learned there 
are few -facts available about 
the air fleet’s operations. 

Fraser MacLean, i 
deputy highways. minister, who 
now handles bookings for trips 
an the government planes; said 
no operating cost breakdown 
has been kept for the two piston- 
driven Beechcraft, one turbine- 
powered Beechcraft and one 
Grumman Goose now being 
converted to turbine power. 

He said that Minister Without 
Portfolio Phil- Gaglardi. who 
was in charge of the fleet as 
highways minister for almost 
the entire 1967-68 fiscal year 
under study, took a personal 
interest in the air fleet and his 
office handled ail bookings 
directly.

Bennett decided to drop the 
lease-purchase agreement after 
Gaglardi’s resignation.

In U.S. Viet Headquarters BACKED BY COURT ~ 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The United States 
Supreme.Court upheld today the right of unions to 
punish workers who go over production quotas, 


Fining or even expelling piece workers who 
exceed production quotas set by the union is a 
matter of internal policy not forbidden by federal 
labor law, the court said in a decision approved by 
seven out of eight members, 


The decision, given by Justice Byron R. White, 
dealt with quotas set by the United Auto Workers 
Union at the Wisconsin Motor Corp., in Milwaukee, 
Wis. Four machine operators were tried. by the 
union and fined $50 to $100 and were suspended 
from the union for a year when it was found that 
they, and other members, had exceeded the produc- 
tion ceiling for piece workers. 


The union rule, enforceable since 1944 by fines 


and expulsion, allows members to produce as much 
as they like each day but sets a ceiling rate for how 
much pay they may draw on a particular day.

TRAIN TAKES IKE BACK 
TO HEART OF AMERICA

WASHINGTON. (CP) — The 
train bearing “the body. of 
Dwight-David Eisenhower rum- 
bled across the face of America 
today, carrying to a, modest 
resting place the man who once 
led the world’s mightiest nation 
and commanded: the most awe- 
some military machine ever as- 
sembled. 

“I come from. the heart of 
America,” he liked to say of his 
boyhood in Kansas, and it is to 
that geographic centre of the 
United States he is returning. 

The nation's capital bade 
farewell at sundown Monday as 
Eisenhower's coffin was placed 
on Baggage ear No, 314 for the 
30-hour, 1,379-mile trip home to 
Abilene, :
